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THE CURIOUS CURRENCY OF ARGENTINA

Assembling a type list of coins from Argentina (Argentine Republic) is an interesting challenge, and a fascinating look at 
this country's economic history. Actually acquiring such a collection would be a pricey feat indeed, even when leaving out 
earlier provincial issues that | won't discuss in this article. 


During the Argentine War of Independence 1810-1818, and following the country’s 9 July 1816 Declaration of Indepena- 
ence from Spain, coins of three denominations were struck and circulated together, along with foreign issues. The real 
and the so! were both silver, and were nearly identical in weight, silver content and design. Both were issued in %, 1, 2, 4 
and 8 unit coins. Why both circulated together is a mystery to me. The escudo of gold was issued in 1, 2, 4 and 8 unit 
coins, with one escudo equal to 16 reales or 16 soles. 


1813 8 reales [NumisBids image] 


In 1826, two paper currencies 
were issued: the convertible 
™% peso fuerte and the non- 
# convertible or everyday peso 
moneda corriente. These two 
began at par, but the everyday 
currency would lose value over 
the years. This peso was equal 
1830 8 escudos [NumisBids image] to 8 reales. 


1832 4 sols [NumisBids image] 


In 1854, smaller copper 1, 2 and 4 centavos coins were introduced, with 
100 centavos to the peso or to 8 reales. These were minted in Europe and 
issued by the Confederacion Argentina, which at the time was a rival to the 
autonomous state of Buenos Aires. 


The two peso currencies used up to this point were replaced by a new peso 
mondea nacional in 1881, making this the first of many currency reforms 
in Argentina. The convertible peso fuerte was replaced one-to-one, but the 
peso moneda corriente used by people in everyday transactions was 
replaced at 25 old pesos to the new peso. 1 and 2 centavo coins were 
struck in bronze, and silver strikes of 10, 20, 50 centavos and 1 peso were 
made. The 5 centavo in cupro-nickel would follow a few years later. Gold 
coins were issued in 1881 as well, in 1/2 and 1 Argentino, with one gold 
Argentino equal to five pesos.

What is amazing is that by 
1913, Argentina was the 
world's 10th wealthiest state 
per capita. By 1930, it would 
eclipse Canada and Australia 
in population, total income, 
and per capita income. _ It 
was on track to be a very 1881 50 centavos [NumisBids image] 1883 10 centavos [NumisBids image] 
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wealthy nation indeed, being forecast to become "The United States of South America". But the double-whammy of the 
Great Depression and the policies of the country's military junta government would severely hurt the economy. 


Around 1950, government policies led to inflation while 
at the same time paying off the country's external debt, 
and Argentina became a net creditor. But protectionist 
policies and large government spending (possibly 
among other things) contributed to the problems. By 
1969 trade policies were opened, but that had the 
immediate effect of devaluing the currency by 30%, and 
making imports so cheap that local industry began to 
decline. 


A new currency reform was enacted in 1970, with the 
new peso ley at 100 times the value of the previous 
peso. Coins were issued for 1, 5, 10, 20 and 50 centa- 
vos, with higher denominations of 1, 5, 10, 50 and 100 
pesos over the next few years as the currency devalued 
even further. 


Are you keeping track? The peso ley is at this point 
worth 2,500 peso moneda corriente. Inflation acceler- 
ated through the 1980s, reportedly due to government 
spending, large wage raises and inefficient production, 
despite successive governments trying to reign all these 
in. A new peso argentino was introduced with the next 
currency reform of 1983, at 1 peso argentino to 10,000 
peso ley, or 25 million pesos moneda corriente. Coins 
issued in 1983 were the 1, 5, 10 and 50 centavos, 
followed by 1, 5 and 10 peso coins in 1984, and a 50 
peso coin in 1985. 


Several failed agreements with the International Mone- 
tary Fund saw yet another currency reform and the 
introduction of the austral at 1 austral to 1,000 pesos 
argentino. This period unfortunately saw hyperinflation, 
with notes being issued as high as 500,000 australes. 
Coins issued in 1985 were 1/2, 1, 5, 10 and 50 centa- 
vos, all of which had ceased production by 1989 when 
1, 5 and 10 austral coins were issued. By 1991, 100, 
500 and 1,000 austral coins circulated.

In 1992 a fifth currency reform took place, with 1 peso 

(also known as the convertible peso) equaling 10,000 australes. That is 25 trillion pesos moneda corriente. This was 
pegged at par with the US dollar, meaning every Argentine peso in circulation was backed by a US dollar in the federal 
reserve. Coins were issued in 1, 5, 10, 25 and 50 centavo denominations, followed in 1994 by a 1 peso coin. 


But in 2001 with the financial crisis, the practice of backing the peso with US dollars was given up, and it fell to 3 or 4 
pesos to the dollar for the next few years. A 2 peso coin was circulated in 2010. By 2013, having hit 5 pesos to the 
dollar, the peso was again falling steadily in value. Between 2017 and 2018, coins of 5 and 10 pesos were released, and 
the peso had fallen to 15, then 20, then 40 to the dollar. At this writing (in 2022) it is a staggering 135 to the dollar. 


Is a current peso really worth a quadrillion or more of the old peso moneda corriente? That would make one current peso 
worth more than the country's gross domestic product, compared with the old currency of say 1816. And the 1816 coin- 
age was actually made of silver! So it's not really a meaningful comparison. It's probably safer to say that trust in the 
currency has repeatedly been eroded. And any money not backed by precious metal is only as good as the faith we have 
in it, be it the Argentinian peso, the Canadian dollar, or even the US dollar.

Paradoxically, a gold 8 escudos coin from 1813 graded extremely fine sold for $55,200 US in 2005. So in an odd way, 
the old hyper-devalued currency is worth more today than ever.

LION, KING OF THE AFRICAN SAVANNAH 


Pobjoy Mint is delighted to announce the release of a brand new 2022 silver re- 
verse frosted bullion coin featuring the Lion, King of the African Savannah. The coin 
is the first of its kind issued on behalf of the Bank of Sierra Leone. The design on 
the coin features the head of a Lion styled as though it is an African mask with a 
' special rim featuring an African pattern. Featuring a Lion as the first silver bullion 
coin from Sierra Leone seem particularly apt since the name Sierra Leone means 
‘Lion Mountains’ or ‘Mountains of Lions’. In order to maintain the exclusivity of this 
piece, no more than 5,000 of the 10z Fine 999. Silver Reverse Frosted Bullion coins 
will be produced. The coin is also available n a 10-piece set.

[As a result of the front half of our meeting, our educational presentation was planned to also 
include a second demonstration by David Carpenter of the uses and advantages of Numista 
including graphing and charting your collection, but this has now been moved to our March 
2023 meeting. He did however give his first demonstration which was very well received. ] 


Our Educational Presentation for our August meeting was by newly-minted executive member 
David Carpenter. David had the desire to capture the images from some coins edges in his 
collection that featured edge-lettering. He first toyed with the concept of twirling a coin in front 
of a camera lens, then worked on a different concept of rolling a coin along a scanner bed in 
concert with the scanning unit and lamp. His final product resembled a miniature Mecanno kit 
-part wheelbarrow where the coin is held by the front-wheel sandwich. The wheelbarrow is 
> driven by battery-powered motors that are synchronized to the speed of the scanning unit, 
+ Photo by Scott E. Douglas rolling the edge of the coin so that all of the 360 degrees of the coin edge are imaged. The 

wheelbarrow includes a light sensor that initiates its forward motion when the scanner unit 
begins to pass beneath. As many coins have a different diameter, a toolkit of various "Wheel sizes" needed to be 
constructed, this is because the speed doesn’t need to change with the diameter. The speed of the cart remains the 
same, the RPM of the rear drive-wheels, but the front wheel will have varied RPM depending on its diameter, but same

International Numismatic Fair

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The silver coin is from the Glorium Collection, and is has a 39 mm diameter, weighs 26.9 g (ASW 0.7783 oz). Perhaps the 
best-known Dragon Dollar from Kuang-hsu's reign, this short-lived issue—produced for only a single year --relates to a 
perennial problem of the late Empire: how to reconcile the issue of diverse provincial coinage into a single, unified nation- 
al standard. Indeed, the problem would continue to plague the nation's rulers from Hsuan-t'ung (Pu Yi) to Yuan Shih-kai. 
Following the re-establishment of the Tientsin mint in 1906, after its destruction during the Boxer Rebellion in 1900, the 
Qing government attempted to introduce a new standard to replace the then-standard monetary system of Mace- 
Candareens, tied to the inherently western Dollars-Cents, with a Tael system, striking a series of four coins including the 
Tael, 5 Mace, 2 Mace, and Mace (the so-called "Chung" Tael standard). Ultimately, due to provincial dissent, these issues 
were revoked, only to be replaced by another series of four coins--this time the Dollar, 50 Cents, 20 Cents, and 10 Cents-— 
which were similarly failed due to the death of the Emperor in 1908. This series, however, left its mark with its instantly 
recognizable Tai-Ching-Ti-Kuo ("The Great Qing Empire") design, which proliferated on late Imperial copper coinage.
